The Genocide Mania and 
The Labor Mevement 


THE SYMPOSIUM, “We 
Charge Genocide,” next Thurs- 
day at Webster Hall under the 
sponsorship of Ben Gold and 
other union leaders, should be 
turned into a big mass rally that 
will thunder with anger. The 
coldblooded murder of Harry T. 
Moore, Florida State coordinator 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People, that occurred since Gold 
announced the symposium, 
should underscore with blood 
that “genocide” is the right name 
for what is happening. 

Florida, it seems, was chosen 
as the proving ground for the 
familiar Nazi pattern. When the 
usual rape. framup charge against 
two Negroes was reversed by 
the high court, Sheriff Willis 
McCall of Lake County resorted 
to the Nazi method.of shooting 
the handcuffed prisoners in cold 
blood for “trying to escape.” The 
miraculous survival of Lee Irvin 
one of the two, made it pos- 
sible for the world to know the 


sordid details, 


The world also knows, now, 
how the sheriff was white- 
washed, And now we know how 
Harry T. Moore, head of the 
NAACP in Florida, paid, with 
his life for exposing the 
dirty business to public view 
and demanding the removal of 
Sheriff McCall, And, as if to 
emphasize just what they repre- 
sent, the cowardly fascists had 


some weeks earlier set fire or

Some months earlier, a Ne- 
gro union leader was found near 
death from shooting. Several 
days later the bodies of two 
Negroes, believed related to the 
same case, were dragged out of 
a Miami river. 

The pattern is working out 
in Florida. How long do we 
have to wait before we recog- 
nize it for what it is? Until they 
have gas chambers?

THE MURDER of Moore, it 
seems, has moved even many of 
our. conservative labor leaders 
to protest—more than they usu- 
ally do in such cases. It is hard 
for them to escape the implica- 
tions for the labor movement in 
the sort of atmosphere that is 
building up in Florida. But there 
is still no evidence of the kind 
of anger and indignation you 
would expect from people who 
are really shocked and worried. 

Some indication of what the 
genocidal trend portends for the 
trade unions was seen from the 
murder, within the same 24-hour 
period that Moore was bombed 
to death, of Lowell Simms, a 
white organizer of the Textile 
Workers Union, CIO in a strike 
at Bemis, Tenn. He was shot 
cold-bloodedly by a white scab- 
herder in broad daylight. 

Did Simms’ union get very 
excited?

THERE WERE times when 
killing of a unionist was the sig- 
nal for a general protest stop- 
page, big demonstrations, mass 
marches to state office of the 
Department of Justice, to de- 
mand action. But we have ap- 
parently come to a point now 
where it becomes a small matter 
compared with big “matters of 
state’ that occupy some of our 
unions. 

In taking the initiative to 
arouse the labor movement 
against the killing trend directed 
mainly against the Negro peo- 
ple, Ben Gold and those associ- 
ted with him have taken a very 
important step. It is a step to the 
associate labor movement much 
more closely with the Negro peo- 
ple on the key problem facing 
America—the creeping up of 
fascism. The fascist-like killers 
are now whipping up their geno- 
cidal mania under the banner 
of white supremacy. Unless it is 
stopped there, it will advance 
as it advanced in Nazi Germany. 
It is to be hoped that the inniti- 
ative for next Thursday's meet- 
ing will be only a beginning of 
a movement to make the entire 
trade union movement conscious 
of what is really creeping up on 
America.

A MAN NAMED Dr. V. 
Stefan Krajcovic typifies the peo- 
ple who are getting those 100 
millions of our tax money which 
the Soviet Union charges are be- 
ing used in violation of the 
Litvinov-Roosevelt agreement of 
Nov. 16, 1933. The Soviet note 
of Nov. 21, 1951, charged that 
the “Mutual Security Act of 
1951” which appropriated that

Auto Unemployment and ; 


UAW Parley, Jan. 13-14 


By WILLIAM ALBERTSON 
(First of a Series) 


The National United Auto 
Workers’ Conference on “De- 


| fense Unemployment,” scheduled 


for Jan. 13-14 in Washington, 
to which 800 local union ‘presi- 
dents have been invited, is the 


most significant action by the 
UAW international administra- 
tion since the 1949 UAW Con- 
vention. 

It represents an attempt to 
deal with three new develop- 
ments among the auto workers. 
These developments can no 
longer be igndred by the UAW 
leaders. They are: 

1. Mass layoffs of auto work- 
ers, intensified by the war econ- 
omy. 

2. Development of a wide- 
spread, dynamic, ever-mounting 
rank and file movement for eco- 
nomic gains and resistance to 
the policies of the International. 


3. Growing doubt among auto 
workers that war work is neces- 
sary, or desirable, or capable of 
solving their -economic prob- 
lems, as well as a fear that all- 
out armament production leads 
to war. 


The unfolding war economy, 
with. its industrial conversion to 
war production, is intensifying 
the basic causes that create un- 
employment under capitalism, 


and is therefore having disas- 
trous effects on the auto work- 
ers, especially in Detroit and 
throughout Michigan. One 
hundred and fifty thousand auto 
workers in Detroit, and a total 
of 200,000 in Michigan, are 
already laid off, especially af- 
fecting Ford, General Motors 
and Chrysler shops. Ford River 
Rouge is down to 35,000 from 
67,000. In Flint 12,000 were 
laid off; Briggs, 12,000; Dodge 
is down to 19,000 out of 35,000. 

Further layoffs are anticipated 
continuously during 1952. Henry 
Ford II stated there would be a 
complete shutdown of whole 
plants if auto production is cur- 
tailed to 4,000,000 cars in 1952, 
compared to a 1951 output of 
6,800,000. 

Negro workers have been hit 
first and hardest in these layoffs. 
Women and young workers, as 
well as old workers eligible for 
pensions, are affected in addi- 
tion. Auto workers, employed

factor raise as the go-ahead ex- 
cuse for the most intensified 
speedup in the history of the 
auto industry; that the escalator 
is inadequate, never catching up 
with the sky-high cost of living 
that even when escalator in- 
creases ase granted they are not 
enough, nor do they reflect the 
actual increase. in the cost of 
living and are three months be- 
hind at that: and that the War 
Sabilization Board is an agency 
of the bosses to keep wages 
down in face of a much needed 
substantial wage increase. 


FIGHT BACK 

This impoverishment of the 
auto workers, and the continued 
drastic decline in the standard 
of living, has produced a re- 
sistance movement which is 
deeper, more far-reaching, and 
more militant than at any time 


since Reuther captured the 
UAW presidency in 1946. Strug- 
gles, reminiscent of the organ- 
izing days, are developing. 

Amongst the recent manifesta- 
tions of the resistance movement 
are: The enormous increase in 
auto stoppages or strikes for 
wage increases, against speedup 
and rate cutting. The move- 
ment for a 28% cents wage in- 
crease originating in the Tool 
and Die Building at the Rouge, 
and now embracing workers in 
38 tool and die shops. (Finally, 
after a mass meeting, these 
workers won the formal support 
of the International.) The de- 
velopment of the Flint UAW 
“Bread and Butter Committee” 
to fight layoffs. The projected 
10th Anniversary Celebration of 
the Sit-Down Strike in Flint, 
patterned after the Ford Anni- 
versary Celebration with its rally 
of 60,000 auto workers.

The Genocide Mania and 
The Labor Movement 


THE SYMPOSIUM, “We 
Charge Genocide,” next Thurs- 
day at Webster Hall under the 
sponsorship ot Ben Gold and 
other union leaders, should be 
turned into a big mass rally that 
will thunder with anger. The 
coldblooded murder of Harry T. 
Moore, Florida State coordinator 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People, that occurred since Gold 
announced the symposium, 
should underscore with blood 
that “genocide” is the right name 
tor what is. happening. 

Florida, it seems, was chosen 
as the proving ground for the 
familiar Nazi pattern. When the 
usual rape framup charge against 
two Negroes was reversed by 
the high court, Sheriff Willis 
McCall of Lake County resorted 
to the Nazi method of ape 
the handcuffed prisoners in col 
blood for “trying to escape.” The 
miraculous survival of Lee Irvin 
one of the two, made it pos- 
sible for the world to know the 
sordid details. 


The world also knows, now, 
how the sheriff was  white- 
washed. And now we know how 
Harry T. Moore, head of the 
NAACP in Florida, paid with 
his life for exposing ‘ the 
dirty business to public view 
and demanding the removal of 
Sheriff McCall. And, as if to 
emphasize just what they repre- 
sent, the cowardly fascists had 


some weeks earlier set fire or 


—— em ee 


bombed a Negro housing de- 
velopment, a Jewish synagogue 
and a Catholic Church. 

Some months earlier, a Ne- 
gro union leader was found near 
death from shooting. Several 
days later the bodies of two 
Negroes, believed related to the 
same case, were dragged out of 
a Miami river. 

The pattern is working out 
in Florida. How long do we 
have to wait before we recog- 
nize it for what it is? Until they 
have gas chambers? 

° 


THE MURDER of Moore, it 
seems, has moved even many of 
our conservative labor leaders 
to protest—more than they usu- 
ally do in such cases. It is hard 
for them to escape the implica- 
tions for the labor movement in 
the sort of atmosphere that is 
building up in Florida. But there 
is still no evidence of the kind 
of anger and indignation you 
would expect from people who 
are really shocked and worried. 

Some indication of what the 
genocidal trend portends for the 
trade unions was seen from the 
murder, within the same 24-hour 
period that Moore was bombed 
to death, of Lowell Simms, a 
white organizer of the Textile 
Workers Union, CIO in a strike 
at Bemis, Tenn. He was shot 
cold-bloodedly by a white scab- 
herder in broad daylight. 

Did Simms’ union get very 


extited? Well, Emil Rieve issu- 


ed a statement asking for action | 


against the killer, and added; 
“It is tragic both for the com- 


munity and for the union when 
anti-labor emotionalism leads to 
such extreme as cold-blooded 
murder,” 

I can practically picture 
Rieve shaking with anger and 
indignation as he uttered ‘this 
dynamic language! It is high 
time leaders like Rieve really be- 
came “emotional” about such 
little matters as the murder of 
one of their organizers, and it is 
high time they realized that if 
they don’t get good and “emo- 
tional” about the mass killing 
of Negro people, the rate of 
killings of white people, partic- 


ularly unionists, will also rise. 
° 


THERE WERE times when 
killing of a unionist was the sig- 
nal for a general protest stop- 
page, big demonstrations, mass 
marches to state office of the 
Department of Justice, to de- 
mand action. But we have ap- 
parently come to a point now 
where it becomes a small matter 
compared with big “matters of 
state’ that occupy some Of our 
unions. 

In taking the initiative to 
arouse the labor movement 
against the killing trend directed 
mainly against the Negro peo- 
ple, Ben Gold and those associ- 
ted with him have taken a very 
important step, It is a step to the 
associate labor movement much 
more closely with the Negro peo- 
ple on the key problem facing 
America—the creeping up of 
fascism. The fascist-like killers 
are now whipping up their geno- 
cidal mania under the banner 
of white supremacy. Unless it is 
stopped there, it will advance 


_ as it advanced in Nazi Germany. 


It is to be hoped that the inniti- 
ative for next Thursday's meet- 
ing will be only a beginning of 
a movement to make the entire 
trade union movement conscious 
of what is really creeping up on 


America.

A MAN NAMED Dr. V. 
Stefan Krajcovic typifies the peo- 
ple who are getting those 100 
millions of our tax money which 
the Soviet Union charges are be- 
ing used in violation of the 
Litvinov-Roosevelt agreement of 
Nov. 16, 1933. The Soviet note 
of Nov, 21, 1951, charged that 
the “Mutual Security Act - of 
1951” which appropriated that 
sum “envisages the financing of 
persons and armed groups of 
the territory of the Soviet Union 
and a number of other states 
(the Peoples Democracies) for 
carrying out subversive activity 
and sabotage ... the financin 
of traitors to their countries an 
war crithinals who fled trom 
their countries and find refuge 
on the territory of the United 
States and a number of other 
states. «te 

Spokesmen for Washington 
have screamed red-faced denials 
that the American taxpayers’ 
money is being used for this 
purpose. And-the State De- 
partment feigned an attitude of 
injured innocence and down- 
right indignation that the So- 
viet Union had: called attention 
to matters that have been going 
on long before the passage of 
the 1951 Act, as long ago, in 
fact, as before the end of the 
war. Now comes this Dr. Kraj- 
covic in the Dec. 29, issue of 
the Saturday Evening Post, and 
backs up Vishinsky’s charge to 
the hilt. Not, of course, that 
Vishinsky needed Krajcovic’s 
confessions; for ample docu- 
mentation of the Soviet charge 
is pew by the public rec- 
ord, especially the records of 
Congressional committee hear- 
ings and the Congressional Rec- 


ord itself. But Krajcovic’s con- 
fessions are useful chiefly to 
show the American people the 
kind of characters their pockets 
are being picked to support.

THIS KRAJCOVIC _intro- 
duces himself to the American 
people as the chairman of the 
so-called National Committee 
for the Liberation of Slovakia. 


“In 1939,” he writes, “I was. 


caught in Bratislava by the out- 
break of war in Europe and was 
denied an exit visa. 1 became a 
director of the government- 
owned Bank of Slovakia. Early 
in 1944, when the Nazis dropped 
all pretense that Slovakia was a 
‘protectorate’ and began treating 
us as an occupied country, L 
went into undérground work.” 

This is quite a confession. The 
fact that Krajcovic dared to 
state this is itself an _ indict- 
ment of the policy of Wash- 
ington. Would such a person 
speak so brazenly about his 
former connections if there were 
not a Washington policy today 
of conniving with the Hitlerites 
and Hitlerite collaborators? 

It is evident what the rela- 
tions between Krajcovic and the

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WHO IS GUILTY? 


WHO IS GUILTY in the murder of Florida’s Negro 
leader, Mr. Harry T. Moore? 


It is the Federal government. It is the Department 
of Justice headed by U.S. Attorney General McGrath, ap- 
pointee of Harry Truman. It is the bi-partisan machine in 
Congress where the two old parties act together to main- 
tain the blood-stained system of “white supremacy.” 
Well may the guilty politicians of the “white su- 
* system tremble as William Patterson, leader of 
the Civil Rights Congress, presents to the United Nations 
at Paris the damning indictment “We Charge Genocide!”

UAW Parley, Jan. 13-14

The National United Auto 
Workers’ Conference on “De- 
fense Unemployment,” scheduled 
for Jan. 13-14 in Washington, 
to which 800 local union presi- 
dents have been invited, is the 


most significant action by the 
UAW international administra- 
tion since the 1949 UAW Con- 
vention. 

It represents an attempt to 
deal with three new develop- 
ments among the auto workers. 
These developments can no 


longer be ignored by the UAW ° 


leaders. They are: 

1. Mass layoffs of auto work- 
ers, intensified by the war econ- 
omy. 

2. Development of a wide- 
spread, dynamic, ever-mounting 
rank and file movement for eco- 
nomic gains and resistance to 
the policies of the International. 


3. Growing doubt among auto 
workers that war work is neces- 
sary, or desirable, or capable of 
solving their economic prob- 
lems, as well as a fear that all- 
out armament production leads 
to war. 

The unfolding war economy, 
with its industrial conversion to 
war production, is intensifying 
the basic causes that create un- 
employment under capitalism, 
and is therefore having disas- 
trous effects on the auto work- 
ers, especially in Detroit and 
throughout Michigan. One 
hundred and fifty thousand auto 
workers in Detroit, and a total 
of 200,000 in Michigan, are 
already laid off, especially af- 
fecting Ford, General Motors 
and Chrysler shops. Ford River 
Rouge is down to 35,000 trom 
67,000. In Flint 12,000 were 
laid off; Briggs, 12,000; Dodge 
is down to 19,000 out of 35,000. 

Further layoffs are anticipated 
continuously during 1952. Henry 
Ford II stated there would be a 
complete shutdown of whole 
plants if auto production is cur- 
tailed to 4,000,000 cars in 1952, 
compared to a 1951 output of 
6,800,000. 

Negro workers have been hit 
first and hardest in these layoffs. 
Women and g workers, as 
well as old workers eligible for 
pensions, are affected in addi- 


tion. Auto workers, employed - 


factor raise as the go-ahead ex- 
cuse for the most intensified 
speedup in the history of the 
auto industry; that the escalator 
is inadequate, never catching up 
with the sky-high cost of living 
that even when escalator in- 
creases are granted they are not 
enough, nor do they reflect the 
actual increase in the cost of 
living and are three months be- 
hind at that; and that the War 
Sabilization Board is an agency 
of the bosses to keep wages 
down in face of a much needed 
substantial wage increase. 


FIGHT BACK 

This impoverishment of the 
auto workers, and the continued 
drastic decline in the standard 
of living, has produced a re- 
sistance movement which is 
deeper, more far-reaching, and 
more militant than at any time 
since Reuther captured the 


~ UAW presidency in 1946, Strug- 


gles, reminiscent of the organ- 
izing days, are developing. 

Amongst the recent manifesta- 
tions of the resistance movement 
are: The enormous increase in 
auto stoppages or strikes for 
wage increases, against speedup 
and rate cutting. The move- 
ment for a 28% cents wage in- 
crease originating in the Tool 
and Die Building at the Rouge, 
and now embracing workers in 
38 tool and die shops. (Finally, 
after a mass meeting, these 
workers won the formal support 
of the International.) The de- 
velopment of the Flint UAW 
“Bread and Butter Committee” 
to fight layoffs. The projected 
10th Anniversary Celebration of 
the Sit-Down Strike in Flint, 
patterned after the Ford Anni- 
versary Celebration with its rally 
of 60,000 auto workers. 

The walkout of 9,000 work- 
ers in the Windsor Ford Plant 
with the seizure of the power 
plant (after the company fired 
26 workers). The delivery of 
30,000 post cards to Walter 
Reuther from Ford workers, 
urging that. the International 
support the campaign for the 
30-hour work week with 40 
hours’ pay. 

The development of an FEPC 


campaign, the emergence of the 
Negro Labor Councils among 
auto workers, and the convening 
of a UAW Conference against 
discrimination in Grand Rap- 
ids, under the growing pressure 
of the issue. The building 
demonstrations and mass meet- 
ings against layoffs at the 
Rouge. 

The resolution adopted and 
the campaign organized by 
Briggs Local 212, calling for a 
program of public works and a 
moratorium on debts and evic- 
tions. Support to the 30-hour 
week and 40-hour pay campaign 
from the president of Chrysler 
Local 7. The emergence of a 
new caucus, nationwide in scope 
with its main base in Michigan, 
called the “Committee for Demo- 
cratic Action” and headed by 
Carl Stellato, ident of Ford 
Local 600, Bill Genski, sec- 
retary of Flint Fisher Local 581, 
who have just issued a program 
of action in a quarter of a mil- 
lion copies. 

MASS DEMANDS 


Out of these struggles has- 
emerged a series of mass de- 
mands: 

1. Wage increases. 

2. 30-hour work week with 
40 hours’ pay. 

3. Sixty dollars a week un- 
employment compensation dur- 
ing the entire period of layoff. 

4. FEPC at local, state and 
national levels, and the reopen- 


ing of all contracts for inclusion 
of the Model FEPC Clanse, 


5. Improve or smash the five- 
year contract. 


6. Labor unity. 


These developments, it is 
necessary to emphasize, cut 
across existing factional and po- 
litical alignments within the 
UAW. They reveal the great 
resentment and desire for strug- 
gle existing among the workers 
against the “rooking” they are 
getting while the “big boys” find 
war so profitable.

But to apprehend 
the Ku Klux killers of Negro 
leader Harry T. Moore, the Jus- 
tice Department as of Friday, 
could ‘spare’ exactly two FBI 
men. 

The murder of Moore, 46-year- 
old Florida coordinator of the 
NAACP in the Christmas night 
bombing which wrecked his Mims, 
Fla. home has attracted national 
attention and protest, and is ex- 
pected to receive the same world- 
wide publicity given the Willie 
McGee and Martinsville cases as 
a shocking example of anti-Negro 
barbarity. 


But the Justice Department has 
made no other move to find the 
murderers of Moore than té send 
two FBI agents to ‘investigate. 
Since the FBI has been ‘investigat- 
ing’ the series of bombs explosions 
at Negro homes and a Jewisn 
synagogue in Miami which pre- 
ceded the murder of Moore, it 
did not appear that the Justice 
Department's role in the case 
would be anymore than the crud- 
est face-saving. In advance of 
their ‘investigation’ of the crime, 
Justice Department officials were 
already on record as stating that 
they did not believe that “any 
federal law was violated” in the 
Mims outrage. 

It was noted that the Ku Klux 
Klan in Florida, suspected of deep 
‘involvement in the anti-Negro 
reign of terror, was using the same

Attorney General J. Howard McGrath and FBI boss J. Edgar 
Hoover have thousands .of police agents busy snooping on peace-support- 
ers, frightening the children of workingclass leaders and terrorizing the 


‘kind of clumsy alibi as that devised 
by McGrath's ex-aide, Lamar 
Caudle, and the other Justice De- 
partment officials up to their neck 
in the muck of the tax deals. 
Apologists for Caudle pointed in 
justification for his unsavory rec-

And, in Talahassee, William 
Hendrix, head of the Florida Ku 
Klux Klan, announced that “Com- 
munists” were responsible for the 
Mims blast and the terrorist at- 
tacks in Miami. 

But, while the leader of the 
hooded thugs denied that the Klan 
had been involved in Moore's mur- 
der, he could not resist a threat 
that other Negroes who struggle 
militantly against oppression will 
meet the same fate. The NAACP 
leader “got involved with a Coin- 
munistic crowd,” the Klansman 
said, 

It was also pointed out that 
President Truman who has taken 
frequent vacations in Florida—the 
most recent only last month—has 
said not one single word about the 
murder of Moore or the previous 
racist outrages in that state. 

Tied hand and foot to the white 
supremacists of the South despite 
his vague demagogy about “civil 
rights,” Truman never directly 
condemned any one of the many 


specific cases of anti-Negro vio- 
lence which have stirred America 
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and the world to protest. 
Although the U. S. Supreme 
Court reversed the frame-up con- 
viction of two Ne defendants 
in the Groveland, Fila. “rape” casé, 
Truman, McGrath and company 
did nothing to protect..the two 
from the fate which awaited them.
